The Time is Drawing. ! Near For The As- 
sembly Once More, 


ALL MINISTERS ARE EARNESTLY URGED TO BE PRESENT 
THIS YEAR. 


It has been nearly two years ' 


since we were permitted to meet 
together in the General Assem- 
bly of the Church of God. We 
do not know how many good 
blessings we, have missed on ac- 
count of this, but we feel we 
have done the very best we 
could under the circumstances. 


Most of you know that we 
had the Assembly announced 
last year and the arrangements 
and plans almost completed 
when the “Influenza Epidemic” 
broke out. A “ban” was placed 
on public services of every kind 
in nearly every city and town in 
the country.- People died of the 
plague by the thousands, every- 
where. Harriman, Tenn. was not 
excepted. She suffered with oth- 
er places. We were. in close 
communication with the munici- 
pal authorities there and. they 
with us hoped to the very last 
moment that the “ban” would 
be lifted so we could have the 
Assembly. But finally all hope 


~was blasted when the” plague 


seemed to'take on new strength 
in all parts of the country as 
well as at Harriman the place 
for the meeting. 


At last we gave it up and sent 
the notice broadcast over the 
United States that we could not 
have the Assembly at the time 
it had been announced. Some 
hoped it could be held later, but 
the Epidemic held on so long 
that this too was given up. The 
general sentiment among our 
people’ was that of dissatisfied 
satisfaction. That is, they were 
disappointed and thus dissatis- 
fied, but under the existing cir- 
cumstances they were satisfied 
to let it pass over. 


But the Church was so well or 
ganized that we closed up the 
year’s work in regular order ex- 
cept the reports and Assembly 
and started in the new year with- 
out a jostle or any friction. The 
overseers were appointed, 
changes made, pastors selected 
and placed and the beautiful ma- 
chine kept on humming. The 
work went steadily on. And this 
has been a year of wonderful 
work for the Master. 


Weeks and months have rolled 
rapidly by until time came - to 
begin preparations for another 
Assembly. We began to cast 
about. We remembered that 
there had been quite a sentiment 
in favor of floating the Assembly 
from place to place and not set- 
tle upon any one special place 
each year. We had the building, 
—The Temple—At Harriman. 
But there was much dissatisfac- 
tion in having such a house and 
only to use it once.a year. And 
this time not used in two years. 
Investigation sevéral months 
ago showed that there was quite 
a sentiment in favor of selling 
the Harriman building instead of 
trying to maintain it and keep it 
repaired. And the members of 
the Council were united in be- 
lieving it best to dispose of it. 


And too, at the last Assembly it 
was decided that property be 
longing to the Assembly could 
be disposed of by the Council 
when in their judgment it was 
best for the Church in general. 


With all these things before 
us we watched the providence vu. 
uod. We prayed thus:“Lord if 
.uou knowest it is best to dis- 
pose of the Harriman building 
send us a purchaser.” After the 
aforesaid consideratious anda 
prayers, and with no special ef- 
iort or advertising on our part 
two or three different parties be- 
gan to talk purchase. At last 
the price was made—the same 
price we bargained to pay for it 
when we purchased it-—and one 
of the parties accepted the prop- 
osition, and of course we felt it 
was the Lord’s doings so the deal 
was closed. 


Quite a number of the breti- 
ven who have learned of the sale 
uave expressed poth a satisfac- 
ction_and_relief, and we have nev- 
er yet heard of one that is dis 


‘satisfied. I believe you will all be 


satisfied when you hear of it 
with the explanation we are giv- 
ing. We are your servants and 
it is always our wish to please 
you. And we hope we have in 
chis as well as the many other 
things that, have. hitherto been 
approved. 


Now you wily please remember 
chat the money is still for the 
Church of God, and none of us 
are making any charge for our 
gervice in the transaction; neith- 
er the trustees, nor the Council, 
nor we who have attended to 
the business personally. We will 
be able to make’a complete re- 
port at the Assembly. 


After this saie was made anu 
the time drew on for the Assem-~ 
bly we have taken time to gather 
sentiment as to where the people 
wanted the next Assembly. Sev- 
eral places have been suggested, 
among them were Chattanooga, 
Knoxville, Cleveland, all of 
Tenn.; Atlanta and Rome of 
Ga.; Birmingham, Ala., New 
Orleans, La., and Louisville 


‘Ky. But after giving fair con- 


sideration of all these places, and 
gathering the sentiment of the 
people from many places thro’ 
many sources, we have at last 
reached €& conclusion—Cleve- 
land, Tenn. 


At some places where it/ has 
been mentioned they hailed the 
report with great joy and enthu- 
siasm. I find that the people are 
especially wanting to come to 
Head-quarters this year. Some 
have said, “‘We want to come 
home one time more.” We nev- 
er reached a final conclusion un- 
til today (Sept. 8) when we 
heard from Florida. So we now 
count it settled, the Fourteenth 
annual Assembly will be at 
Cleveland, Tennessee, unless

Many of the citizens of Cleve- 
land are receiving this bit of 
news with joy. They want it) 
in Clevelarid again. This tender 
feeling toward us comes from 
the outsiders as well as our own 
Church people. The‘only ques- 
tion that arises is about how to 
take care of seven hundred or 
a thousand people for five days 
in a town of less than ten thou- 
sand population. The _ public 
buildings are not sufficient. Pri- 
vate homes will have to be se- 
cured, but the people seem to be 
willing to do their best. 


The same plan will be adopted 
that has been followed during 
the past few years, Viz.—Each 
person pay his own board. This 
plan worked well at Harriman, 


and all seemed to be _ we!! 
satisfied. The hotels, rooming 
houses, restaurants and quite 


a number of private homes 
have already promised to do 
their best for us at reasonable 
prices. We will expect to get 
many beds in private homes and 
the visitors will get their meals 
it restaurants and lunch stands. 
All of these matters will be ar- 
ranged by local committees and 
the crowds be handled systemat- 
ically so no one will be left with- 
out.a place to stay and seme- 
thing to eat. 


We will state again as has been 
done for several years,the Assem 
bly is no place for children un- 
der any. circumstances unless 
you can previously make your 
own arrangements to provide 
for a place to stay with them ana 
not bother the committees with 
the matter. The committees can 
not obligate themselves to pro- 
vide for parents with children af- 
ter this due notice is given. We 
would love to have this‘ differ- 
ent, but under the circumstances 
we cannot. And we hope all will 
cee into this matter and take it 
with the same loving spirit in 
which it is given. I am sure no 
one can'take any offence at 
these kind advices. 


Now, since tte Assembiy 
building is sold we will not ask 
you to bring a dollar or two dok 
lars to put into the Assembly 
building fund as has been for 
about three years past, but lis- 
ten! This time you are to come 
to head quarters where you will 
see the great printing plant that 
belongs to the Church of God. 
This plant is housed in a building 
thirty and thirty-seven feet wide 
by one hundred feet long. All of 
the building is two stories high 
and more than half of it three 
stories high. Many of you may 
be much surprised at this infor- 
mation as we have worked at
